Tokiu, July 27.—In a daring night at¬ 
tack against a Russian force, estimated 
at fire division*, with one hundred gun*, 
tleneral Oku drove the enemy from their 
line of defence south rtf Taitcheklao. 

Advancing on Humlay. General Oku 
found a superior force confronting him 
and that a beWvy artillery fire from the 
enemy was checking hia men. He 
thereupon deckled to attack at night. 
Thi* wa* aucce*sful. The Japanese 
troops hustled the Rnssinns into re¬ 
treat. The Japanese had Hfll) casualties. 

TRo Tatushan army fought and won 
a separate action on Friday. July 22ml, 
nt Ranting, lowing 31 men. The Russians 
left 14 dead. 

The Japanese began the advance 
against the*Rus»iap puailiuoa south ol 
ThlU'hekiao on Saturday. July 23rd. Ou 
thto date the vaugiiard occupied posi¬ 
tions in the viulnity of Chulchlafnn. to 
the southeast'of TaTfcTicVfad, dPt^Toptirg 
the positb*«* ami strength *4 the eueiuy. 
The Russiau line was through the hill* 
south of Taitcheklao. extending almost 
due ea*( g u *l of the railroad. The 
'position c! !!l$ Army wa* fortlfieil. The 
strongest points were at Taiping moun¬ 
tain. to the *outhea*t of Taitcheklao, 
and here the heaviest force had assem¬ 
bled. The Russian* had two battalion* 
of artillery posted near Chalenganon. 
due south of Taitcheklao aud ahead of 
the main line. 

The Japanese deployed to the west¬ 
ward from C'huii-hiatuu, and, confront¬ 
ing the Russian line east of the rail¬ 
road. ‘advanced early Sunday morning. 
At i) o’clock the Japanese right had 
reached a bluff less than two miles 
from Taipitig mountain. In the after- 
loon the Russian batteries posted on 
the height* shelled the advancing line. 
The strength of the Russians gradually 
developed. General Oku estimating It at 
fUo divuiop* and-100 guna. The Rus¬ 
sians prevented a general advance, and 
General Oka decided on a night as*nnlt. 
Two division* of Russian* occupied the 
Raicheng road, and Generni Oku took tbs 
precaution to engage thto force with nr- 
tillrry. The Russian* replied similarly, 
the duel lasting until darkness.

The shape of these protectors Is snch that 
by springing them apart and placing them 
ov*r the head of tha bird they will stay 
there of their own accord.

These spectaclss are designed for eery 
high-bred fowls, and are meant to protect^
